In observance of the 100th an- 
niversary of the founding of the 
YMCA in London in 1844, the 
Newton Y will be tendered a birth- 
day party by the civic club of the 
city on Monday, June 5, and will 
participate in a five-day series of 
events scheduled by the Centen- 
nial Committee of Greater Boston 
Associations, it was announced 
yesterday by Clarence R. Mease, 
General Secretary. 

Newton’s YMCA birthday party 
will be sponsored by the Rotary 
Club and shared by the Kiwanis, 
Lions and Chamber of Commerce. 
The hosts will also honor Edward 
Bacon, charter member, who is 
still a familiar figure at the Y af- 
ter 67 years of continuous associa- 
tion. 

Musically talented young peo- 
ple of Newton have been invited 
to compete for three $200 scholar- 
ships as part of this celebration, 
one of the winners to perform 
with the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra at "Pops Night” on Friday 
evening, June 2. 

These scholarships are offered 
through the cooperation of the 
New England Conservatory of Mu- 
sic. There will be one in voice, 
one in stringed instruments, and a 
third in wood-winds or brass. The 
competition is open to any high 
school graduate of 1943 and to 
seniors of the 1944 class. 

Saturday, June 3, a tremendous 
sports program will be held in 
Harvard Stadium. 

Sunday, June 4, churches in 
Newton will observe world YMCA 
Church Sunday. 

The climax of the Centennial 
celebration will be reached Tues- 
day, June 6, which has been des- 
ignated as “Second Century Day.”

On June 6, 1844, the Young 
Men’s Christian Association was 
born when George Williams, a 
young man employed in a draper’s 
shop in London, gathered 12 of his 
associates together in the shop 
one evening, when they drew up 
the first constitution and by-laws. 

In 1851 the Boston organization 
was founded, the first YMCA in 
the United States. 

Active in Centennial plans for 
the local organization are the offi- 
cers of the Newton Y, of which 
Frederick Sayford Bacon is pres- 
ident, Frederick Hawkins, vice- 
president, Henry Dunker, treas- 
urer, and Eldred Peterson, clerk. 
The Newton Y was founded 67 
years ago in 1877. 

In 1916 the Frank A. Day sum- 
mer camp at Brookfield was start- 
ed, and since that time has been 
one of the outstanding features of 
the Y program. It was named for 
the man whose vision and gener- 
osity made it possible. 

The Newton YMCA boasts a 
distinguished board of directors, 
among them the new Supreme 
Court Justice, John V. Spalding 
and Dr. E. O. Giles of Andover 
Newton Theological School. Pro- 
fessor Kirtley Mather of Harvard 
is also on the board, as are Frank 
A. Day, Jr., and Thomas E. Shir- 
ley, who will head the Newton 
Community Fund Drive next year.

the recent Presidential Primaries 
in this state.

Readers of the 
Boston Herald may have read the 
excellent letter in the Mail Bag 
written by the Town Clerk of 
Brookline, Arthur J. Shinners, 
who is a member of a commission 
studying our election laws. Shin- 
ners pointed out the futility of 
spending $80,000.00 for ballots 
alone on April 25, to say nothing 
of spending another $200,000 for 
election officers, etc. 

What was accomplished? Pub- 
lic-spirited communities like New- 
ton and Brookline cast less than 
five per cent of their total vote. 
It is almost unbelievable. However 
I witnessed it with my own eyes. 
At five o’clock on the day of the 
primaries, your columnist’s vote 
was No. 18 in a precinct having 
over 1700 voters. A neighboring 
precinct had just cast its 24th 
vote. This was typical of the situ- 
ation in Brookline and in practi- 
cally every other community in 
Massachusetts. 

Let’s get back to the old system 
of electing our city and town com- 
mittees on the day of the state 
primary. Then we will not have 
the farce enacted in a town not 
far away where a few industrious 
Republicans got together and nom- 
inated a slate of "good” Demo- 
crats to serve their party for the 
coming year. The local Demo- 
crats appear to have been remiss 
in their duties. They failed to 
file a slate of candidates, so the 
G.O.P. went to bat for them at 
the eleventh hour and filed their 
own idea of a Democratic slate! 

Another comment. One staunch 
Republican in Newton told me last 
week that he resented the fact 
that he was unable to register his 
preference for a Presidenial candi- 
date on April 25. This state used 
to have a Presidential preference 
act which gave us all an opportu- 
nity to declare our preferences. 
The Legislature can take care of 
this situation before the next pres- 
idential election rolls around. I

Whither Post War 
World 

By J. T. MncVICAR 

General Karl von Clnusewitz, 
one of the founders of the modern 
theory of war, defines war: "As 
the continuation of politics mixed 
with other means.” That other 
means is military effort to compel 
our opponent to submit to our will. 
Thus a doctrine of war is a state- 
ment of political objectives to be 
attained and the military strategy 
employed to win those objectives, 
at a given period and against a 
specific enemy. 

Mr. Hull, in a recent discussion 
of our foreign policy, stated that 
the ‘political objective of our war 
in Europe is: "The destruction of 
the Nazi and Fascist systems, and 
to co-operate with other anti- 
Fascists nations in establishing 
machinery to implement peace." 

Therefore in the larger sense we 
are not at war in Europe to con- 
quer . a group of nations, to get 
territory, or to give us control of 
new source of raw material and 
an outlet for surplus commodities; 
nor are wo interested in adding 
population to our national account 
that we could use as cheap can- 
non fodder in future wars of ag- 
gression or defense. Rather we 
are at war to destroy the Fascist 
economic system and its ideologi- 
cal basis because of its inherent 
aggressive' characteristics which 
ultimately lead to war. Conse- 
quently there can be no compro- 
mise with any Fascist state, bel- 
ligerent or neutral. All govern- 
ments functioning according to the 
Fascist economic concept must be 
destroyed and replaced by either 
Democratic Capitalist, or Com- 
munist systems. There is no oth- 
er alternative if victory is to 
yield the fruitage of lasting peace. 

True, adversity has made 
strange bed-fellows. In the chem- 
icalization of economic ideas, the 
law of survival compelled the fu 
sion of the military factors of two 
opposing economic philosophies to 
meet on a common ground to de- 
stroy a universal enemy. That 
is the situation as it exists and for 
our own security we have to make 
the best of it, and that best is not 
served by fostering enmity and 
creating obstructions based on 
falsities, superstition and a flag- 
rant disregard of facts by a widely 
read section of our press and irre- 
sponsible commentators. Peace in 
the post-war world depends: 

First — The absolute destruction 
of the Fascist ideology wherever 
it is found, by both military and 
peaceful means. 

Second The intelligent and en- 
ergetic support of the machinery 
for the peaceful adjustment of, 
economic and political problems, 
set up at the Moscow and Teheran 
conferences. The road to peace 
will be no path of flowers. There 
are difficult problems to be solved 
and it will require sagacity and 
magnanimity not only on the part 
of those who are actively engaged 
in the peace negotiations but also 
on the part of the people in the! 
Allied Nations. 

In evaluating the part that we 
must play in this drama of peace! 
and security, or war and destruc-l 
tion that awaits the post-war! 
world, it is well to recall the his- 
tory of the frustrated peace ef-| 
forts after World War I. Our 
participation in the First World 
War was to save our investment 
in England and France, clothed 
with high-sounding slogans as: 
"Same the World for Democracy," , 
etc. Our military effort was a 
success, but as a people we did 
not understand politics involved 
and consequently our peace effort

Superior Court Judge John V. 
Spalding of Newton has been ap- 
pointed to the Supreme Court by 
Governor Leverett Saltonstall to 
j -succeed Judge Charles H. Dona- 
hue of 371 Hammond st., Chestnut 
Hill, who has retired because of 
. ill health. 

Judge Spalding, who is 47 years 
of age, was born in Newton. He 
served as a second lieutenant in 
the infantry in World War I and 
was graduated from Harvard Uni- 
versity in 1920 and from Harvard 
Law School in 1923. He worked 
in the law office of Storey, Thorn- 
dike, Palmer and Dodge and la- 
ler became associated with Judge 
Raymond S. Wilkins who was the 
last previous appointee to the Su. 
j preme Court. Judge Spalding 
will be the youngest Supreme 
Court justice in the State. He is 
a former chairman of the New- 
! ton License Commission, 
i With his wife and two children 
he resides at 257 Dedham st., Oak 
I Mill.

Rotary Club 


The guest speaker at the regu- 
lar Monday meeting of the New- 
ton Rotary Club was Mr. Daniel 
J. Griffin of the Boston Regional 
Office of the F.B.I. He was in- 
troduced by Harold Gores. 

Mr. Griffin spent two years on 
the West Coast and was there at 
the time of Pearl Harbor. He, 
with others of the F.B.I., had 
been working on the Jap problem 
and within the first 12 hours af- 
ter Pearl Harbor had rounded up 
practically all of the Jap aliens 
on the West Coast, and it was not 
long before 13,572 of these were 
in custody. Mr. Griffin told of 
the organizing of the F.B.I. in 
1908 but it was not until 1924 
when Mr. Edgar Hoover was made 
the head, did it really begin to go 
places. Mr. Hoover accepted the 
position only on the assurance 
that there would be no political 
interference. The requirements 
for joining the F.B.I. are that 
you have to be a lawyer or an ac- 
countant. For a while they 
dropped the bars and let anyone 
apply who could speak two for- 
eign languages and hold a degree 
from a college. This has since 
been repealed. 

Mr. Griffin told of some of the 
activities <}f the F.B.I. The en- 
tire finger printing of the USA is 
under the F.B.I. When the F. 
B. I. started there were 108,000 
prints on file. Now there arc 84 
million of them. It takes but 3 
minutes to find the record, which 
are all kept in Washington. The 
F.B.I. agents carried no fire- 
arms* until 1933 when two agents, 
three police were killed and four 
wounded in the Kansas City Union 
Station. Since then they all car- 
ry them* In 1932 there were 604 
bank robberies which netted the 
robbers 84,500.000. In 1942 there 
were 84 bank robberies, netting 
only $194,000. These all were due 
to the alert F.B.I. There have 
been 56 cases of kidnapping and 
54 of these have been solved. The 
two unsolved ones are the Matson 
case of Tacoma and the Levine 
case of New York. In 1939 the 
President turned over to the F. 
B. I. the investigation of all 
cases of sabotage and espionage 
in the USA. Mr. Griffin said there 
has not been one case of foreign 
sabotage — but there have been 
plenty of domestic ones, and these 
mostly what he called "Horse- 
play” — the stoppage of work in 
defense plants due mostly to 
playing jokes on one another — but 
stopping work just the same. But 
there were over 500 real cases 
and all were convicted. There 
were 256,000 cases of draft dod- 
gers and over 100,000 have been 
located and convicted. 

He told of the fakers in uniform 
and how you can tell them by 
their loud boastings and what 
heroes they have been. The F. 
B. I. finally gets them. 

There are 12,000 employees in 
the'F. B. I., including clerical 
help, etc. There are 4700 special 
agents. The F. B. I. National 
Police Academy in Washington 
trained police from all over the 
country. Two from each town or 
city can attend. It is a free 
course of 14 weeks and they have 
to study from 9 a. m. to 9 p. m. 
Uncle Sam pays the bill which 
amounts to about $5000 for each 
man. 

This was one of the most inter- 
esting talks we have had in a long 
time and we hope Mr. Griffin will 
he with us soon again.

Newton's Health Crusade 
Wins Highest U. S. Award 


In Newton, if you operate anf 
unclean restaurant or lunch count- 
er, everybody knows it. The health 
department see to that. 

Newton’s intensive campaign 
against the spread of disease, 
which is highlighted several times 
each year by distribution to resi 
dents of lists rating the cleanliness 
of all eating establishments, is only 
one of the many reasons why the 
city's health department was list- 
ed this year, for the sixth time, on 
an honor roll selected by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce and 
the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation. No other Massachusetts 
community — and only three others 
in all New England — received aim 
ilar honors. 

The presence of its name on this 
national honor roll does not mean 
that Newton residents necessarily 
are the healthiest in the state. But 
it does mean.* according o Dr. Er- 
nest M. Morris, Newton health di- 
rector, that the city is furnishing 
excellent health service to its citi- 
zens. 

In addition to its restaurant sur- 
vey, these are some of the things 
of which the Newton health depart- 
ment is proud: 

A milk list, which rates as “sat- 
isfactory" or “unsatisfactory” all 
milk sold in the city, and is dis- 
tributed in a pamphlet with the 
restaurant report. 

A lecture course for food hand- 
lers, established this year and at- 
tended, to date, by 80 restaurant 
employes, from managers to soda 
jerkers. 

A voluntary diphtheria-immuni- 
zation program so successful that 
today 94 per cent of Newton’s chil- 
dren are immunized — without com- 
pulsion — before they reach the 
first grade. 

New city health ordinances — 
put into effect last October — 
which forbid any employe of an 
eating establishment or bakery to 
remain at work if he has a cold, 
sore throat, infected cut, diarrhea 
or communicable disease. 

RESULTS GOOD 

The lists, rating restaurants and 
milk, were first distributed in Oc- 
tober, 1941. in a pamphlet pub- 
lished by the. herflth department, 
entitled “Your Health.” Eating es- 
tablishments were notified nearly 
a year in advance of that date 
that such a survey would be made, 
based on the average bacterial 
count found on drinking glasses 
A count under 100 was regarded as 
good; 101 to 500. fair, and more 
than 500, unsatisfactory. 

In that first report, 30 per cent 
«f the restaurants, inns, drug 
stores and soda fountains inspect- 
ed were found to be unsatisfactory. 

In the most Veecnt report, pub- 
lished last October, only seven out 
of 110, or 6.3 per cent were un 
satisfactory. In two years, six 
eating establishments had moved 
from unsatisfactory to good, 14 
hnd changed from unsatisfactory 
to fair, and 11 changed from fair 
to good. ' , 

Similarly, milk sold in Newton 
1ms shown an improvement. In 
1941, 19 brands were rated either 
unsatisfactory oj fair. Today, with 
milk now designated merely satis- 
factory or unsatisfactory, only 
seven kinds are rated unsatisfae- 
tov.v. ... , 

Publishing the milk list has done 
more for Newton’s milk supply 
than any other thing," Dr. Morris 
declared. 

The “Youth Health” pamphlet as 
a whole has been commended by 
the American Public Health Jour-

mil as “One of the best bulletins 
to reach our desk,” and recently 
pamphlets published in California 
and Connecticut have been pat- 
terned after it. It is mailed three 
or four times a year to about 6000 
Newton homes, selected as a typi- 
cal cross-section, and Dr. Morris 
hopes that its circulation eventu- 
ally can be increased to include 
every family in the city. 

Just as the restaurant survey is 
published to combat the spreading 
of disease in public eating places, 
the health department also works 
directly with the food handlers, 
cooks, waitresses, even dish wash- 
ers, to prevent their carrying and 
spreading germs*. The course of 
four lectures, started last winter, 
includes instruction in germs. | 
poisons and toxins; the cleaning 
of eatinn- and drinking utensils; ( 
the care of food and the preven- 
lion of decay and personal hy- 
giene. Dr. Morris gives the first ; 
lecture. The other three are given 
by A. A. Roberson, chief sanitary . 
inspector of the department. 

Dr. Morris, who has headed the j 
Newton health department since 
1940, previously was affiliated with 
the Fall River health department, 
anti later with the State Depart-! 
ment of Public Health. — Frances 
Morton, Boston Herald.

Lt. Col. Barba In 
Many Interesting 
War Experiences 

The many friends of Lt.-Col. Wil- ! 
liam H. Barba, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles E. Barba of 11 Wil- 
lard Street, Newton, will be in- 
terested in the following about his 
recent action in the war zone. i 

Col. Barba graduated from New- 
ton High in 1931, from Norwich 1 
University in 1936, was commis- 
sioned a Second Lieutenant in the 
Marines and was in serivee at va- 
rious locations up to the time of 
Pearl Harbor. 

Col. Barba landed on New Brit- 
ain two months ago and was one 
of the officers responsible for the 
speed with which Marines have j 
pushed along the North Coast, go- 
ing more than 50 miles in three 
days arriving at Rein Bay, 64 
miles from ('ape Gloucester, walk- 
ing practically the whole distance. 
As comanding officer of a strong 
advance unit he received notice of j 
his promotion from Major to Lt. ! 
Colonel while on this march. His I 
patrols started out first, moving 
into territory where no white man 
had set foot in 12 years. A few 
minutes later the Colonel would 
take off, catching up with the first 
men in the patrol. 

One incident illustrates his atti- 
tude on such expeditions. A wide 
river blocked the patrol. Tides 
made swimming difficult and wad- 
ing impossible. The patrol was 
taken through two miles of deep 
swamp to a ford; another two mile 
tramp brought the patrol back to 
the beach just 150 feet from where 
it had turned off, but across the 
river. On the return trip the idea 
of four miles through that swamp 
was settled by Col. Barba. He took 
off his clothes and led the way into 
the ocean trying to get across t h- 
river by. wading far into the coral 
streaked surf. He went in over his 
head! He then helped prepare 
make-shift raft for equipment, not

The picture depicted the work in 
connection with supplying Boston 
and New England with fish, all 
the way from the preparations for 
the voyage to sea to the packing 
of the fish upon the completion of 
the trip. Various pieces of equip- 
ment used in the fish industry were 
shown, including the varibus kinds 
of nets and the time-keeping de- 
vices which indicate how long the 
net has been' down and when it 
is time to haul it in. The Fath- 
ometer also shows the amount of 
water directly underneath the fish- 
ing vessel. Some very beautiful 
shots were taken at sea and there 
were scenes of large nets full of 
fish being pulled into the boat. 

Sorting, cleaning and packing in 
ice were all show as part of the 
process. Life aboard a fishing 
trawler was described as were some 
of the odd species of fish sometimes 
caught in the nets. The necessity 
for plenty of good food for fisher- 
men at sea was stressed in order 
that bodily warmth be maintained, 
especially in winter. The clothing 
worn by fishermen was described 

Mr. O’Djjjinell said that some- 
times a trawler will bring in as 
many as 36,000 pounds of fish in 
one trip, and he also said that the 
fish industry is worth $200,000,000 
to New England. The distribution 
of fish through the exchange at 
the Boston fish pier enables the 
consumers to se'eure their fish soon 
after it is brought into the fish 
pir. Mr. O’Donnell told about the 
division of profits, saying that 
the owner usually receives one- 
half the value of the catch, and the 
crew the other half. 

His presentation was particu- 
larly interesting, as it dealt with 
an industry so well known to New 
England and so vital to the com- 
mercial life of Boston.

Present Law 
Books To Cornell 

The gift of a set of "Lectures 
on Law” bound in solid leather, 
and comprising 476 pages of notes 
in the handwriting of his great- 
grandfather, Samuel Church, has 
been presented to the Cornell Law 
School by Albert Church Blunt, 
Jr. of 85 Prince street, West 
Newton. 

These lectures are all in the 
handwriting of Mr. Church which 
is as legible as the ink is indelible 
and the paper imperishable. The 
notes were taken down of lectures 
delivered in 1806 by Tapping 
Reeve, proprietor of a famous 
school at Litchfield, Conn, one of 
the pioneers among law schools. 

After graduating from. Yale in 
1803 Mr. Church went to study 
with Reeve in 1806 and that same 
year was admitted to the bar. By 

1820 he was in the General As- 
sembly, was a Probate Judge in 

1821 and State Senator in 1824. 
By 1832 he was Associate Judge 
of the Supreme Court and Chief 
Judge in 1847. 

The Cornell Law School regards 
the gift of these lectures as a 
“vivid monument of early educa- 
tion” and has placed the volume 
where it will be a treasured show- 
piece for other young students 
starting in law. 

Mr. Blunt also is a graduate of 
Cornell where in 1907 he received 
his degree in mechanical engineer- 
ing.

The difficulties confronting mag- 
azine publishers are illustrated by 
the current issue of American 
magazine, which contains a fi ature 
article by Beverly Snfith. entitled 
"Favorites in the G.O.P. Sweep- 
stakes." Six potential candidates 
are covered, as follows: Dewey, 
Stassen, Taft, Bricker, MacArthur 
and Warren. It so happens that 
Gen. MncArthur’s formal withdraw- 
al from the race was announced in 
the newspapers before I was able 
to pick up a copy of the American. 
This article, incidentally, is well 
worth rending, as it gives an excel- 
celent summary of the background 
and the public careers of all six 
men. Gov. Dewey of New York, as 
might be expected, is referred to 
as a strong favorite for the G.O.P. 
nomination. Then, in discussing 
the popular Governor of California. 
Earl Warren, the article draws to a 
conclusion in this fashion: "But 
for Vice-President? Ah. there 
Warren is everybody’s sweetheart." 
Dewey and Warren — Stassen and 
Warren — Bricker and Warren — 
Sounds good, don't it, boys? 

I mention this portion of the 
article beenuse so manv of us in 
this vicinity nre interested in what 
may happen to our own Governor, 
Leverett Saltonstall, when the con- 
vention has ben in session a day 
or two. Our Governor and Ohio's 
Senator Harold II. Burton are 
still, in my opinion, a Dnir of men 
to watch closely as the political 
drama unfolds at Chicago next 
month. 

Saltonstall vs. Corcoran 

Now that Honey Fitz of Boston, 
whose grand-daughter has just 
married into one of England’s 
finest and oldest families, has made 
it clear that he does not seriously 
propose to make the actual race 
against our Governor for the 
United States Senate, it looks as 
though Mayor Corcoran of Cam- 
bridge would have to carry the 
burden of this heavy assignment. 
Obviously, the typical Democratic 
politician has no stomach for a 
contest with our popular Chief 
I tive. For a time, there 
seemed to be a chance that 
former Governor Ely might be 
persuaded to make the sacrifice. 
However, when he looked over the 
situation he decided that would be 
pursuing a forlorn hope. Mayor 
Corcoran does not seem unduly en- 
thusiastic over the matter and inti- 
mates that somebody will have to 
furnish the financial support and 
do much of the hard work involved 
in such a campaign. The mayor is, 
apparently, more nearlv an isola- 
tionist than anything else, so that 
it will be interesting to see what 
happens in November.

“We were high over our Berlin 
target and had dropped our bombs 
when flak hit us and burst the oil 
cooler in the No. 3 engine. We lost 
speed and the engine vibrated so 
much it shook us around like ice 
in a cocktail shaker. It had quit 
the formation and had handed over 
the lead of the group to a deputy, 
deciding to head for home alone. 
We saw no enemy fighters, though 
there was plenty of flak. We held 
off calling for fighter protection s - 
tis not to attract enemy attention 
to our plight. After being alone for 
an hour and a half, we sent out a 
request for fighter cover, which ar- 
rived shortly and took us out of the 
dunger area. 

“This was my toughest opera- 
tional flight. I saw the Wilhelm - 
strasse-as plainly as could be and 
also saw tire and bomb bursts on 
the target.”

of her crew and sank,” the cita- 
tion continued. 

“The expert technical skill and 
courageous devotion to duty of 
Lt. Couzens throughout this ex- 
tremely hazardous mission con- 
tributed materially to the final 
destruction of the hostile vessel 
and to the prevention of further 
losses to Allied shipping.”

Don’t ask us to remember Emily 
in her last sleep among the flow- 
ers she loved. Emily is better re- 
membered in her garden leaning 
down on her cane, patting a weak 
plant into a firmer rooting and 
making the world more beautiful 
because of her effort.

Mr. Fawcett will be responsible 
for next fall’s effort to raise the 
Massachusetts share of funds re- 
quired to finance the USO, the 
United Seamen’s Service and 17 
national agencies devoted to aid 
for prisoners of war and civilian 
refugees of the United Nations in 
1945. 

During the 1943-44 National 
War Fund campaign, which will 
officially close May 31. a total of 
$4,598,844 has been raised to date 
for the National War Fund in 
Massachusetts. Thirty-two local 
community chests and funds, rep- 
senting most of the principal cities 
in Massachusetts, and some 250 
non-chest communities, joined in 
the national effort to finance es- 
sential services to American sold- 
iers, sailors and seamen, as well 
as prisoners and refugees of all 
the United Nations. 

Mr. Fawcett served as cam- 
paign chairman of the Newton 
Community Chest in 1941. and was 
associate chairman of the Central 
Metropolitan Division of Greater 
Boston United War Fund and a 
member of its Speakers Bureau in 
1942. He is also chairman of the 
New England Region Bov Scouts 
of America. In business he is as- 
sociated with Fderedick J. Faw- 
cett, Inc., of Boston.

Republican Dark-horse 

Shortly before Wendell Willkie’s 
drive for the G.O.P. nomination for 
President began to stall, I started 
figuring on other possibilities. My 
mind went back to the spring of 
1940. when the name of Wendell 
Willkie meant little or nothing to 
the average Republican voter. At 
that time an old friend of mine, 
the vice-president of a well-known 
Boston bank, told me that the mnn 
he earnestly hoped would be nom- 
inated was a mid-Westerner named 
Willkie. He admitted that not one 
man in n thousand even knew this 
man existed, but he insisted that 
he woi/ld be just what the doctor 
ordered for t^ie Republican party. 
Frankly, I was startled. It didn’t 
seem possible that a relatively un- 
known businessman, a former 
Democrat and a man whose chief 
reputation had been made in the 
world of big business, could pos- 
sibly defeat men like Thomas E. 
Dewey of New York, Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft of Ohio and Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenburg of Michi- 
gan. These men were all tried and 
true Republicans with a national- 
ly-known record of distinguished 
service. Only a political miracle 
would enable Wendell Willkie to 
win the nomination. That is pre- 
cisely what happened. It WAS a 
miracle, engineered by some of the 
smartest advertising and publicity 
brains in the United States. 

What about 1944? Can it be 
that another miracle is in the mak- 
ing and that some new dark-horse 
will appear on the political hori- 
zon? The answer is that it IS 
possible, even - though not prob- 
able, at the moment. Bear in mind, 
please, that Dewey is now in some- 
what the same position as Wen- 
dell Willkie a few short months 
ago. He is apparently out front, 
far ahead of any other contender 
for the G.O.P. nomination. It may 
well be that some of the leaders 
in the Republican party will gang 
up on Dewey just as they ganged 
up on Willkie. It never pays to 
establish too big a lead too early 
in a political contest. Further- 
more, as ha^ previously been sug- 
gested in this space, it is entirely 
possible that • Gov. Dewey himself 
will take a sudden and unexpected 
firm stand and remove himself 
from the picture. If you cannot 
visualize that possibility, read that 
intensely interesting book entitled 
“That Man in the White House” 
by Frank Kingdon. You will find 
a number of excellent reasons why 
Gov. Dewey may decline to have 
his name presented to the conven- 
tion. 

Now, let’s suppose that Dewey 
is no longer in the picture. What 
happens then ? Can you imagine 
the convention nominating Gov. 
Bricker, Senator Taft of Ohio or 
even former Governor Stassen of 
Minnesota? If Dewey should be 
considered still too young and un- 
seasoned, would not the same 
thing hold true of the estimable 
Naval officer, Harold Stassen? If 
we are to assume that F.D.R. will 
inevitably run for a fourth term, 
*'hat possible chance would the Re- 
publicans have to knock him off 
with a Bricker or a Taft? 

How about dark-horses? There 
is, of course, our own Governor, 
Leverett Saltonstall, highly-re- 
garded all over the country. There 
is also, the very intriguing junior 
Senator from Ohio, Harold H. 
Burton, who, incidentally, is speak- 
ing at the High School this com- 
ing Sunday evening, May 21, on 
the subject, “Religious Founda- 
tions of World Collaboration,” 
(Pattern for Peace), at a meeting 
sponsored by the churches of New- 
ton. There is likewise Rep. Dirk- 
sen of Illinois, whom several prom- 
inent columnists are beginning to 
talk about. 

Is there another Wendell Will- 
kie in the offing? I think there 
may be. My readers are urged to 
watch the current activities of 
Eric A. Johnston of Spokane, 
Washington, now serving as Pres- 
ident of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce. He i« relatively 
young, 46 years old, has been a 
Captain of Marines, makes a good 
speech and writes excellent ar- 
ticles (four of them appeared in 
Readers Digest during the past 
twelve months) and has a pleas- 
ing personality. As one brilliant 
writer recently said, “He does not 
knock head.s together. He gets 
brains together.” In that respect 
he represents an improvement, in 
technique, at least, over Wendell 
, Willkie. He seeks to persuade 
. rather than to engage in fierce 
[ combat. One of his theories is 
that our system “suffers not from 
lack of opportunity, but from the 
bureaucrat and the tax collector. 
There is but one salvation for our 
crippled giant. Unbind him! 
Strike the chains from his limbs 
and then behold him labor!”

There are 10,000 tad- 
poles on that log and every dog- 
gone one of them thinks they are 
steering it.” This is the way thihgs 
are being run in Washington, 
lienee, our post-war planning will 
have to be something different 
than having the “tadpoles steer it.” 

Mr. Bradford also stated that the 
City of Newton has the lowest tax 
rate of any city in the State and 
we are also leaders when it comes 
to the community chest drives, 
etc. There is a tendency coming 
which is very significant in the life 
of every one in Newton and that 
is, Organized crime is on the de- 
cline but there are 10,000,000 boys 
who are in the service of our coun- 
try who have been exposed to all 
the dangers of warfare, and when 
they return it is going to be very 
difficult for them to fit into the fu- 
ture life of America. At present 
there are 6,000 men being dis- 
charged every month — 40 per cent 
of them for emotional or mental 
reasons. The Army does not brand 
these men at all and it is a great 
mistake today to say that all of 
them are mental cases, but every- 
one of these men will need sym- 
pathy, understanding and patience. 
They don’t want regulation or regi- 
mentation. All they want is help — 
help to get them back into the reg- 
ular pattern of their life. Service 
clubs of all types can organize com- 
mittees and find out who, and 
where the boys are, and when they 
are coming back, and can help re- 
adjust them. It is impossible for 
us to appreciate what these boys 
have gone through. The big job 
now is up to the service clubs. 
Their committees will have to fur- 
nish jobs and it is up to service 
clubs to see that free opportunity 
is given them in every possible 
way. Works programs are not the 
answer — for idle money makes idle 
men. It kills the incentive or the 
initiative of every boy. It is up to 
the service clubs to see that they 
do not allow that to happen.

Throughout 
the entire operation, his initiative, 
leadership and disregard for his 
personal safety were an inspira- 
tion to his men.

Newton Notables 

May IS, 1914 

A few weeks ago we turned the 
spot I frht on Mr*. Francis J. 
Flagg of Newtonville, nationally- 
known writer, editor and lecturer. 
She was the first lady to be fea- 
tured in this column. This week 
we return to the other sex and 
consider the very colorful Prof. 
George Owen of Newton Centre. 

Curiously enough, quite a num- 
ber of Newtonians who have built 
up a splendid reputation, not 
merely in this city but throughout 
the country, are abnormally shy 
and modest. It required a stiff 
sales-talk to persuade Prof. Owen, 
whom I have had the honor of 
knowing for a great many years to 
give me a few facts and figures 
which could not be obtained else- 
where. 

The subject of this sketch is 
the third of five George Owens, 
dating back to tho Professor’s 
grandfather, born in 1805, who was 
the first. The original George was 
a blacksmith, and one of the best. 
The second, George, the father of 
our Professor, was a landscape 
j artist who commuted from Cam- 
bridge St., Cambridge to West St., 
Boston, where he maintained a 
studio. Those were the days of the 
horse-car. The fourth George usu- ! 
ally known as George Owen Jr., 
the famous Harvard athlete, is the 
only son of Prof, and Mrs. Owen. 
The fifth George is the son of 
young George who married Miss 
Lorna Trafford of Milton. 

Our Newton professor was born 
on Cambridge street, Cambridge 
on May 11, 1871 in a house which 
still stands. How often we are re- 
minded nowadays of the superior 
construction of some of our very 
old houses. He attended a private 
school in Providence, R. I. and 
then went to M. I. T., graduating 
in 1894 with a B. S. in Mechanical 
Engineering. It seems that degrees 
in Naval Architecture were not 
given until shortly after that date. 
It so happens that it is in that par- 
ticular field that our friend has 
made his nation-wide reputation. 

Now for a little hackg/round. 
From 1894-1897 Mr. Owen was en- 
gaged in mill engineering at the 
Pacific Mills in Lawrence. The 
following three years he was at 
Bristol, R. I. with the famous 
Herreshoff concern, builders par 
excellence of yachts. It was at 
this time that he designed some of ■ 
his first yachts. From 1904-1907, 
Mr. Owen was with the Fore River i 
Shipbuilding Co. of Quincy. After 
that came eight valuable years 
when he was “on his own,” carry- 
ing on yacht and ship designing. 

In the meantime, on April 26, 
1900, Mr. Owen married a Provi- 
dence girl, Miss Florence Wood. 
The couple had two children, 
George, previously mentioned and' 
Florence, a talented professional 
singer with a rare contralto voice, 
who also teaches voice. She has 
been singing for several years in 
the First Baptist Church, Newton 
Centre and formerly sang in the 
Church of the New Jerusalem, ■ 
Newtonville. Not satisfied with 
this career, she also acts as as- ' 


sistant to Mr. Norman A. Hall, 
bookseller of Newton Centre. In 
this store, incidentally, may he 
found many old first editions and 
rare manuscripts. 

In 1915, Mr. Owen started in 
on his long and brilliant career at 
M. I. T., first as Assistant Profes- 
sor ami then as Professor of Naval 
Architecture. While there he was 
encouraged to continue his pri- 
vate work and he turned out over 
180 different designs for yachts 
and ships. Racing yachts have al- 
ways been the professor’s big hob- 
by and he is one of only three or 
four men in the entire country who 
have not merely designed but ac- 
tually sailed their ow/i boats. He 
has * designed and skippered the 
Whirl, Dorello, Patricia, Vivia II 
and the Sumaki, in each instance 
with great success. (And what a 
task it was to exact THAT infor- 
mation.) Among his bigger boats 
were a torpedo-testing ship and 
a combined passenger and freight 
steamer for one of the Great 
Lakes. The professor has sailed 
the Atlantic Coast from Norfolk, 
Va. to Sydney, Cape Breton Is- 
land. He has also sailed on the 
Great Lakes. 

Of great local interest is the 
fact that this versatile gentleman 
designed the first dinghy, which 
became so popular at M. I. T. and 
was copied in other colleges ev- 
erywhere. 

When Prof. Owen reached the 
compulsory retirement age three 
years ago, after spending twenty- 
six productive years at his alma 
mater, did he retire to a life ci 
leisure? He did not. For a year 
and a half he has been teaching 
naval architecture at Gibbs and 
Cox in New York. As he is a born 
and -bred New Englander with a 
deep love for his home diggings, he 
comes up from New York many 
week ends and stays with his fam- 
ily at 19 Glen Road, where he has 


just finished showing me how he 
climbed some half-dozen pine trees, 
fifty feet high, and trimmed off tho 
branches and crcosoted the tops to 
prevent rotting. And the man was 
seventy-three years young on May 
11. As they say on the radio, "can 
you top that one”? 

If you want n little inspiration, 
if you feel that the good old days 
have slipped completely from our 
grasp, just wnlk over to 19 Glen 
Road, receive a typical hearty 
New England welcome and renew 
your youth. George Owen will 
ALWAYS he young, if he lives to 
be 100. All Newton is proud of 
you, Sir.

Registration 

Registration is, ordinarily, an 
extremely dr» topic. Maybe it is 
dry even during wartime. How- 
ever, in the interest of several 
thousnnd Mothers nnd Fathers who 
have members of their families in 
the armed forces today, 1 shall now 
emphasize a few facts. 

Residents of Newton who have 
lived in Massachusetts for one year 
and Newton for the past six 
months may register at the City 
Clerk’s office in City Hall from 8:00 
a. m. to 5:00 p. m. every day ex- 
cept Saturday, when the office 
closes at noon. There will be eve- 
ning sessions at the City Clerk’s 
office on Monday, June 12 and the 
following two evenings. On June 
21, the office will be open until 
10:00 p. m. AFTER that date, 
there will he no further registra- 
tion until July 17, which is six 
days after the State Primary on 
July 11. 

Finally, and of vital importance, 
please note that men and women in 
the armed forces who are absent 
from the city and unable to at- 
tend the regular registration ses- 
sions, may be registered by kin- 
dred. KINDRED means Spouse, 
Father, Mother, Sister or Brother, 
of the whole or half blood. Son. 
Daughter, Adopting Parent or 
Adopted Child, Steo Parent or Step 
Child, Uncle or Aunt, Niece or 
Nephew. A relative who registers 
a man or woman who is absent 
from the city and in the armed 
forces, must do so at one of the 
regular sessions listed, and MUST 


BE A REGISTERED VOTER OF 
THE COMMONWEALTH HIM- 
SELF. 

Mayor Tobin RUNS 

Readers of this column may re- 
call a paragraph I wrote some 
months ago anent the personable 
Mayor of Boston, Maurice J. To- 
bin, who Appeared to be headed 
for the United States Navy. At 
that time, a distinguished colum- 
nist for a Boston paper sounded olf 
to the effect that it wns definitely 
up to the Mayor to finish his term 
of office, clean up some rather 
pressing municipal problems and 
take drastic steps to keep the tax- 
rate from soaring further toward 
the skies.

In the event that it becomes a 
two-mar contest, what will be the 
result? The national administra- 
tion will, of course, do all it can 
to defeat Hurley, who has consist- 
ently opposed the perpetuation of 
the Roosevelt dynasty. Mayor To- 
bin’s own record may not be per- 
fect, but his current stand ia sat- 
isfactory to F. D. R. How big a 
vote can he roll up outside of the 
city he governs? Is the old Hur- 
ley machine throughout the state, 
in smooth working order and prop- 
erly oiled? Just how far will Mr. 
Hurlev recede from his original

Jose Iturbi to movie patrons as 
actor, comedian, and all around 
star. To jitterbugs all over Amer- 
ic, he beenme a “favorite." Even 
to those of the Metropolitan and 
Symphonic following, Jose Iturbi 
was “great, still greater.” 

But Hollywood's new sensation, 
was no different, played no act. 
He was just regular. In everyday 
life, Jose Iturbi is the screen star 
of “Thousands Cheer” . . . the 
same person. 

I met him at a luncheon at the 
Lotos Club some weeks back nnd 
I was amazed. Jose Iturbi was 
Jose Iturbi. Jolly, friendly, good 
looking, a great guy. Collector of 
pipes, a cook, mechanic, playmate 
to children. He rides a motor- 
cycle around Beverly Hills where 
he lives. Can play “everything” at i 
the piano, and has fun “playing 
at the piano.” Flying is his hobby. 
ABOUT THAT STAR— 

Jose Iturbi, hailed as music's 
No. 1 “career man” is pianist, 
conductor, composer, film actor, 
nnd Major in the U. S. Civil Air 1 
Fatrol. He’s a true product of the 
20th Century. Begnn playing piano 
in 1900 when he was five, and at 
twelve, a group of citizens of Va- 
lencia, his birthplace, sent him to 
Paris where he entered the Con- 
servatory on a special scholar- 
ship. graduating with highest 
honors. 

Early musical success (at 17) 
brought Iturbi fame in Europe as 
a leading virtuoso and as head of 
the piano faculty of the Conserva- 
tory of Geneva — the first to hold 
this important post since Liszt. He 
stayed at Geneva four years un- 
til his many concert engagements 
throughout Europe established him 
as one of the world’s leading piano 
virtuosi. 

Iturbi opened his conquest of 
the New World in 1929 when he 
brought a Carnegie Hall audience 
to its feet by his brilliant perform- 
ance with the New York Philhar- 
monic-Symphony Orchestra. 

In 1933, he began his career on 
the podium, conducting in Mexico 
City, where he gave 29 consecu- 
tive bi-weekly concerts — an all- 
time record. Since then Iturbi has 


become a familiar and well loved 
figure as guest conductor with the 
leading symphony orchestras of 
this country and since 1935 as 
permanent musical director of the 
Rochester Philharmonic. 

Iturbi still finds time to give 
piano recitals nnd has recently 
broken attendance records in Bos- 
ton, Los Angeles, Tulsa, Oklahoma 
City, Cincinnati, Dnllas, Wash- 
ington etc. 

As a composer Iturbi is dis- 
tinguished for his "Soliloquy,” 
which the Cincinnati Symphony 
introduced in 1942, his “Fantasy” 
for piano and orchestra, “Lulla- 
by,” “Danza Pequena” and other 
piano solo works. 

He has helped to raise millions 
of dollars in War Bonds and has 
played dozens of voluntary con- 
certs for the men nnd women of 
the armed forces. His active mem- 
bership in the famed CAP stems 
from his nearly 1,000 solo hours of 
airtime, and he is also the Civil 
Air Patrol’s National Music Di- 
rector. 

Iturbi is the favorite of mil- 
lions because he hns not hesi- 
tated to learn and master popu- 
lar music, idiom of the millions as 
well as his own classical reper- 
toire. In Mexico he is called “Dios 
de Musiea.” It does not seem to 
be an exaggeration.

Newton Kiwanis 
Club News 

Several important announce- 
ments were made at the last Ki- 
wnnis Club meeting. One was to 
the effect that Kiwanis is sponsor- 
ing a send-off for a group of New- 
ton boys lenving for the Navy on 
Friday, May 26th. All club mem- 
bers are asked to be at the City 
Hall at 7:25 a. m. 

Next week’s meeting, due to the 
holiday, will be held on Wednesday, 
May 31st. Archie Bellinger an- 
nounced that as one of the July 
programs there was a possibility 
of a joint meeting with the Welles- 
ley Kiwanis Club. Next week’s 
speaker was announced by Bill Sul- 
livan to be the. District Attorney 
of Middlesex County. 

Mr. Sullivan then introduced the 
speaker of the day, Mr. Anson M. 
Dubois, of the Human Engineering 
Laboratory, Inc., of Boston Thu 
laboratory tests all kinds of peo- 
ple, measuring their specific men- 
tal capacities and testing for thir- 
teen different inherited aptitudes. 
Seven thousand people have been 
tested over the past 22 years. The 
laboratory employs about 300 peo- 
ple, but the actual testing is in the 
hands of five or six individuals. 

Mr. Dubois discussed various 
methods of testing and illustrated 
with several situations in which 
individuals were proven to be 
square pegs in round holes. The 
sex and age of those tested seem 
to make considerable difference in 
the results of the tests, but ex- 
perience sems to affect the results 
only to the amount of 7%. 

Persons failing in one line of 
endeavor may prove to be brilliant 
in some other field, and according 
to Mr. Dubois, it is a rare indi- 
vadual who can accurately evalu- 
ate himself. He spoke of the lone 
worker type of person, and the 
contact or mixer type and de- 
scribed how, unless one is in the 
right field of endeavor unhappiness 
is likely to result. He told about 
various persons who were found to 
have excellent memory for some 
things, but poor memory for 
others. 

hTe laboratory is now working 
on tests for the measurement of 
good judgment. Ten years are usu- 
ally given over to the develop- 
ment of a specific test before it is 
put to use. This ordinarily re- 
quires an expenditure of close to 
twenty-five thousand dollars. All 
persons have inferior and superior 
abilities and according to Mr. Du- 
bois, \ -sting helps to indiente the 
general areas in which ifcrsons 
are skillful, but they are not in- 
fallible in pointing out one’s spe- 
cific life work. 

In closing, he said that it is the 
wise man who will take the trouble 
to determine his own strong points 
and plan his work accordingly.

Survivors May 
Be Entitled To 
Benefits 

Survivors of men or women who 
die in the military service should 
communicate immediately with 
JJames T. Phelan, manager of the 
field office of the Social Security 
Board at 1248 Massachusetts ave- 
nue, Cambridge, to determine 
whether or not claim should ho 
made for old-age nnd survivors 
insurance benefits. If the casu- 
alty had a social security number 
or was employed in Industry or 
commerce before joining the serv- 
ice, it is probable that benefit 
rights had been acquired but if 
the survivors are uncertain as to 
this, inquiry should be made ill 
any event. 

Mr. Phelan cited today the case 
of a young widow whose husband 
died in action and who was unfa- 
miliar with her rights under the 
Social Security Act. She made in- 
quiry and was told by the Social 
Security Board office that she and 
her year-old child would receive 
$20 monthly until the child is 18. 
The total benefit payments to the 
widow and child will amount to 
$5,300, it was estimated. 

The soldier was less than 20 
years of age and had worked in 
employment covered by the Social 
Security Act only two years. De- 
spite the brief period of his em- 
ployment and the fact that his 
wages were less than $25 a week, 
his surviving wife and child were 
found to be entitled to substantial 
monthly benefit payments. 

Social security benefit payments 
can be received in addition to the 
monthly benefits under the na- 
tional service life insurance and 
widow’s benefits which might be 
payable by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. the total payments often 
assure adequate income to depen- 
dent survivors. 

Besides the benefits payable to 
widows and minor children, the 
Social Security Act provides for 
payments also to widows with no 
minor children, to adult children, 
grandchildren or parents, accord- 
ing to the circumstances of the 
case. These payments usually take 
the form of lump-sum cash settle- 
ment of the wage-earner’s account. 

Under existing law, it is possi- 
ble for benefits to be lost while 
serving in the military foroes, or 
benefit payments may be x’educcd 
by extended service. Pending leg- 
islation seeks, however, to protect 
the social security rights of per- 
sons in the military forces. 

In any case, Mr. Phelan advises, 
survivors should, without delay, 
request the assistance of the So- 
cial Security Board field office in 
determining what, if any, benefit 
payments may be available.

Working to Complete 
Organization for Fall 

Thomns E. Shirley, Newton 
general chairman of the 1945 
Greater Boston United Wnr Fund 
campaign, hns been actively nt 
work to complete his top organ- 
ization for the fall campaign. The 
entire personnel in each of the 
past three years has exceeded 
2500 volunteer workers in nine 
separate divisions, five of which 
are money raising and four plan- 
ning. organizing and hnndling 
detail.

.Mr. Shirley has selected his as- 
sistants and advisors for the com- 
ing campaign and announces their 
appointments with this statement: 

“I am delighted that I am to 
lmve the support this year of 
three such splendid active workers 
as Roger Preston, Joseph Wogan, 
and Harold Goldberg as assistant 
campaign chairmen and the guid- 
ance nnd help of an advisory com- 
mittee of such fine past leaders as 
Charlie Floyd, Neil Leonard, Wil- 
liam B. Plumer, and Joseph B.

Mr. Preston has been active 
both in Newton and- in Greater 
Boston in past campaigns.

THE NEWTON PLAN FOR 
RE-ESTABLISHING DEMOBILIZED VETERANS 

Reprinted from n booklet prepared by the 
New England Mutual Life Insurance Co. 


Approximately ten million men 
and women are in a process which 
includes induction into the armed 
services — adjustment and train- 
ing in a radically different form 
of living, involving new environ- 
ments — different philosophies — 
severe strains and stresses on in- 
dividual capacities, physical, men- 
tal. and moral. 

This process also includes, soon- 
er or later, a return to civilian 
life with the consequent problems 
of readjustment. 

Both these processes are going 
on simultaneously, all over the 
country. The number already 
mustered out of service now totals 
more than a million and is being 
added to at the rate of some 75,000 
each month. 

A program is therefore needed 
in every community that will as- 
sume responsibility for the Serv- 
ice man the minute he is dis- 
charged, which will provide vari- 
ous essential types of assistance 
necessary to return the individual 
to civilian life as a member of 
society of maximum use to himself 
and the community. 

The soldier who was taken from 
his home and his job or his class- 
room and taught to destroy things 
and people, is apt to come back 
confused in his mind as to rela- 
tive values. Some are bitter — 
some have a “chip on the shoul- 
der,” some are expecting a hero’s 
welcome — all are changed some- 
what. 

The main things are, he wants a 
job — he wants to forget the war. 
Ho needs a certain amount of 
guidance, ulso information about 
the Federal, state and community 
agencies available to him. He will 
welcome help in finding the job, 
and temporary financial assistance 
may be necessary. 

To meet the problem, the City 
of Newton with more than 8000 
citizens in uniform, formed a 
“Citizens’ Advisory Committee 
for Returning Veterans.” It U a 
community undertaking. Each 
member of tin* committee feels 
that it is not only a duty and a 
privilege to assist returning vet- 
erans — butit is the currently 
outstanding civic obligation which 
will have a far-reaching effect on 
the solidarity of the community. 

The Orgunizution 

One of the city’s outstanding 
public citizens accepted the chair- 
manship of the committee. He se- 
lected as members a group of men 
who compose a cross-section of 
civic leadership, and who possets 
personal qualifications and train- 
ing which are needed to take care 
of the various specific duties in- 
volved in the whole problem. 

The committee consists of six 
members besides the chairman: 
1, a prominent business man who 
is chairman of the committee serv- 
ing men now in service; 2, clerk 
of the District Court; 3, member 
of the Board of Aldermen; 4, 
president of the Newton Com- 


munity Council; 5, re-employment 
committeeman, representing New- 
ton Draft Board; 6, the mayor of 
Newton. 

In addition, the main committee 
is supplemented by a group of 
business executives who are also 
employers, and who cooperate in 
finding jobs for the returning vet- 
erans. 

The First Assignment 

The committee’s first assign- 
ment was that of obtaining in- 
formation about Newton men who 
are in the armed services. A let- 
ter and questionnaire was sent to 
the nearest of kin of eight thou- 
sand servicemen. This gives es- 
sential data on each veteran, his 
education, occupational back- 
ground, number of dependents, 
qualifications, etc., and represents 
the starting point from which the 
committee can develop specific as- 
sistance for each veteran as he 
returns to civilian life. 

The committee also sends a 
similar but shorter questionnaire 
to the man himself, wherever he 
may be stationed, to corroborate 
the above information and let him 
know that the people at home are 
interested in his post-war future. 

When the Veteran Returns 

In the first interview, there are 
certain obvious questions to be 
asked before taking up the pros- 
pect of employment. 

Has the veteran received his 
muatering-out pay? If not, has 
he filed a claim ? 

Has he filed a claim with the 
Veterans Bureau for compensation 
dut to disability ? 

Is his National Service Life In- 
surance still in force? 

Has he exercised his option to 
convert to one of the permanent 
forms which the Government 
offers ? 

Special attention is given the 
veteran’s physical condition. If 
he needs medical assistance, one 
member of the committee is thor- 
oughly posted on the type of medi- 
cal care and hos|>itulizution which 
the veteran is entitled to receive 
from U. S. Government, the state 
and the city. If there is any ques- 
tion about the veteran’s health the 
committee requests thut he be 
given an examination by a special 
clinic established for this purpose. 
If hospitalization is necessary, ar- 
rangements are made. If the vet- 
eran is entitled to disability com- 
pensation he is assisted iu filing 
his claim with the Veterans Bu- 
reau. Even though no disability 
may be apparent at the time, it is 
often advisable to have a thor- 
ough medical examination und file 
the results with the committee. 

Photostutic copies of the veter- 
an’s discharge papers and any 
other valuable service records are 
made free of charge and kept on 

tile.

Legal Advice: Privileges under 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Re- 
lief Act, and all questions involv- 
ing legal advice, are assigned to 
the attorney member of the com- 
mittee. 

Insurance: All questions on Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance, its 
conversion and contractual privi- 
leges, as well as advice on other 
insurance affairs, are handled by 
the insurance man on the com- 
mittee. 

Finances: The returning veteran 
is entitled to receive mustering 
out pay and if he has a service- 
connected disability, is entitled to 
disability compensation. His rights 
are carefully reviewed and claims 
are filed if compensation is due. 

Employment: The veteran is ad- 
vised concerning his right to the 
job held before entering service. 
If he needs employment he is 
either placed by a member of the 
committee or directed to the U. S. 
Employment Bureau. Extreme 
cure is taken to place a man in 
employment which he is physically 
able to manage. 

By assigning to each member 
of the committee the specific du- 
ties which he is particularly quali- 
fied to handle, maximum assist- 
ance cun be given. 

The Citizens’ Advisory Commit- 
tee is careful not to huve its 
name or activities imply that 
charity is being extended.

Helps Save Lives 
Of Five Shipmates 

Ensign Stephen P. Mallett, Jr., 
of 129 Farlow road, Newton, a 
survivor of the sinking of the 
U. S. destroyer Lansdale in the 
Mediterranean on April 2d, is 
credited with having helped to 
save the lives of five of his ship- 
mates by giving up his own life 
belt, according to an announce- 
ment made from Washington. 

When the order to abandon 
ship was given by the skipper, 
Lt.-Commander Douglas M. Swift 
of Portsmouth, Rhode Island, after 
the destroyer had been split near- 
ly in two by a German torpedo 
plane, Ensign Mallett assembled 
five men, and taking off his life 
belt and kapok jacket had the 
group hold on to them until all 
were picked up. 

The first word of the sinking 
of the destroyer and of his sur- 
vival received by his parents was 
in a V-mail letter received from 
him recently in which he wrote 
that “the Mallett luck still holds 
good.” Among other survivors of 
the sinking was Lt. Robert M. 
Morgenthau, son of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

Ensign Mallett is the son of Dr. 
Stephen P. Mallett, oral surgeon 
in chief at the Boston City Hos- 
pital, and Mrs. Mallett. He at- 
tended Newton High School and 
prepared for Harvard at Kimball 
Union Academy. At Harvard he 
was captain of Hie freshman foot- 
ball team. He*was graduated in 
the accelerated course last Octo- 
ber and received a commission as 
ensign in the Naval Reserve. 

His brother, Pfc. Charles Mal- 
lett, has returned home after 14 
months overseas, where he served 
in a reconnaisance squadron un- 
der General Patton. He was 
wounded in Sicily and spent eight 
months in army hospitals before 
returning to his home. He enlisted 
on May 6. 1942 and after train- 
ing in the Cavalry nt Fort Riley, 
Kansas, went overseas in Decem- 
ber, 1942. He is now awaiting 
re-assignment.
